The reward will be 
paid at the editor’s 
discretion after 
confirmation has been 
received from police that 
the information provided 
by the claimant resulted 
directly in Madeleine’s 
safe recovery.

Portugal is the centre of worldwide attention as its police forces conduct what is now easily the biggest 
manhunt seen here in living memory following the disappearance of a British toddler from a holiday complex 
in Praia da Luz. More than a week since the probable abduction of Madeleine McCann, who turns four this 
Saturday, her whereabouts remain a mystery. But no expense has been spared in the search for Madeleine. 


Algarve tourism 
exhibition in 
London delayed 


This operation is now thought 
to have cost the Portuguese tax- 
payer several million euros as the 
country’s best detectives have 
descended on the Algarve to en- 
sure no stone is left unturned in 
the increasingly desperate quest 
to find little Madeleine. The high- 
profile nature of her dis-appear- 
ance has also sparked debate over 
the effectiveness of a stipulation 
contained in Portuguese legisla- 
tion that restricts the release of 
information during an on-going 
investigation. However, The 
Portugal News has learnt that 


some changes to this law, criti- 
cised so vehemently by British 
media this past week, have al- 
ready been tabled and our legal 
sources indicate reforms are now 
a mere formality. 

The world was this week hop- 
ing and praying that Portuguese 
police maintain their excellent 
record in recovering missing chil- 
dren. 

Figures obtained by The Por- 
tugal News from child support 
organisation S.O.S. Crian 9 as re- 
veals that 3 1 children (1 9 girls and 
12 boys) were reported missing 


last year. 

Only three of these missing 
persons’ cases were reported in 
the Algarve and only five cases 
involved children aged between 
one and five. 

To date, authorities have man- 
aged to locate 24 of these children. 
The majority of the missing chil- 
dren cases in Portugal involved 
teenagers running away from 
home or foster homes (61 per- 
cent). 

Four of the 3 1 cases involved 
abduction by a parent, and six by 
third parties. 

Meanwhile, reforms to Portu- 
gal’ s legal system could have been 
expedited by the media frenzy 
generated following the disap- 
pearance of Madeleine. 

Secrecy law explained 

Much to the British media’s 
disapproval, authorities have re- 
peatedly cited a Portuguese legal 
principle to support the mini- 
mum amount of information be- 
ing trickled through to the press. 

The legal constraint, known as 
the ‘secret of justice’, stretches 
back to the 1 9* century, and ema- 
nates from Roman law. But it was 
markedly influenced by the prin- 
ciples of freedom and liberty re- 
sulting from the French revolu- 
tion that altered modem legal sys- 
tems such as those found in the 
United States and here in Portu- 
gal. In effect, this legal constraint 
was designed to protect suspects 
not only from being tried and 
convicted by the press, but also 
from lynch mobs, while also safe- 
guarding the presumption of in- 
nocence of a suspect. 


Similar ‘secrecy’ laws are also 
in place across Europe. In addi- 
tion to the legal systems of Por- 
tugal and France, Sweden, Nor- 
way, Finland, Denmark and 
Spain also impose restrictions and 
minimal information is supplied 
to the public during investiga- 
tions. 

Ironically, calls for changes to 
this legislation first gained promi- 
nence when apparent flaws were 
highlighted throughout the Casa 
Pia child abuse case in Lisbon. 

Sources directly involved with 
this case revealed to The Portu- 
gal News that areas most likely 
to experience change would be to 
grant an accusedmore information 
concerning investigations, while 
penalties for committing the crime 
of “violating the secret ofjustice” 
could be drastically reduced. 

Police union chief lashes 
out at British media 

The chairman for the union of 
police officers has meanwhile 
lashed out at the British media for 
criticising Portuguese police. 

Armando Ferreira said accu- 
sations directed at local police 
were “unfounded” and that “chil- 
dren disappear in Britain who are 
never found”. 

He insists that the PJ Judicial 
Police “are among the best crimi- 
nal police force in the world”. 

“I know of Portuguese police 
officers who have volunteered to 
give up their days off to assist in 
the search”, he added, charging: 
“We are not responsible for caus- 
ing this situation”. 

He concluded by predicting: 
“We will find Madeleine”. 


An exhibition intended to be 
held next week in London, aimed 
at boosting Algarve tourism and 
which was to count on the pres- 
ence of Chelsea football coach 
Jose Mourinho, as well as the 
Portuguese Minister for 
Economy and Innovation, 
Manuel Pinho has been delayed 
due to the disappearance of 
Madeiline McCann. 

The event was to have com- 
menced on May 1 6* at the Royal 
College of Art. The exhibition was 
intended to promote the recently 
created ‘ Allgarve’ entertainment 
agenda, which features music, 
sport, and cultural events and 
activities. 

During the event Jose 
Mourinho was to have “shared 
his experiences and passion for 
Portugal, namely in the Algarve, 
and give tips to those planning on 
visiting Portugal”. 

This was to be followed by a 
cocktail party named the 
‘Allgarve Nikki Beach party’, 
held at the London-based Movida 
Club. 

However, the event was de- 
layed after Madeline McCann’ s 
disappearance, reportedly as a 
show of solidarity to the tod- 
dler’s parents. 

According to Hannah Filer, 
press officer for the London In- 
stitute for Businesses and Exter- 
nal Markets (Icep), “we will wait 
until this has come to an end” 
before deciding on new dates. 

Jose Mourinho and the Portu- 
guese Minister for Economy and 


Innovation will then reconcile their 
agendas for a future date, which 
will be released in the future. 

The Portuguese Tourism 
Board (RTA) considers this de- 
lay a “mistake”, defending that 
the event could have been taken 
advantage of as an opportunity 
to appeal for her return. 

Jose Dias, standing in for the 
current head of the RTA, Helder 
Martins, who unexpectedly sus- 
pended his mandate last month, 
but who returned to his desk on 
Wednesday, said delaying the 
Allgarve promotional exhibition 
“is a mistake”. 

“We cannot give the message 
that we are to blame”, he added, 
despite explaining he does not 
wish to “put Portuguese tourism 
above Madeleine’s disappear- 
ance”. 

He also said that he does not 
believe the girl’s disappearance 
will have any negative influences 
on regional tourism, and consid- 
ered the case to be due to “the 
parents’ negligence”. 

Lagos Mayor Julio Barroso 
also expressed his confidence 
that the predominantly tourist 
area of Praia da Luz will not be 
affected by what has happened. 

Madeleine’s family to 
stay for free 

The Portuguese Tourism In- 
stitute said this week they will 
pay for the entire stay of 
Madeleine’ s family at the Ocean 
Club for the duration of police 
investigations. 
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Portugal critical 
of parents 



Portugal has been critical of Madeleine’s parents for leaving their three 
children unattended. Talk across the country this week was of 
Portuguese parents expressing disbelief that Madeleine had been left 
alone at a holiday apartment with her infant brother and sister. Luis 
Villas-Boas, a psychologist, and director of the Faro’s children’s home, 
Refugio Aboim Ascensao has accused the McCanns of being “negligent 
through overconfidence”. “Leaving two twin babies and a three-year-old 
girl alone for more than a minute is not exactly a recommended pattern 
of behaviour in Portugal or any other part of the world,” he said.

Criticism from child 
protection group 

The international child protec- 
tion group Innocence in Danger

Homayra Sellier, 
founder of the group, said she had 
tried to set up an office in Portu- 
gal but gave up because of pres- 
sure from the authorities. “I 
stopped it because I thought I 
couldn’t fight against a country 
where the people do not want to 
know the truth,” she told the Brit- 
ish media this week.

Police on the

Mobile 
phone 
picture 
taken of 
suspect 

Police are basing 
elements of their search 
on a low-quality picture 
taken with a mobile 
phone days before 
Madeleine’s abduction. 

The picture was taken by a 
Portuguese man who, along 
with his German wife and 
blond four-year-old daugh- 
ter, had apparently seen a 
stranger taking photographs 
of foreign children in the 
Sagres area, including the 
daughter of this couple. 

Unfortunately, the picture 
of the suspect is not only low 
quality, but a finger over the 
lens has resulted in a shadow 
being cast over large parts of 
the suspect’s face.

When Madeleine’ s disappear- 
ance exploded in the international 
media, thousands of phone calls 
and witness reports were made 
to the authorities. 

One in particular, from a local 
retailer, has since emerged as a 
strong lead that is being pursued 
by police. 

The retailer, a local woman, 
described to police how she saw 
a “blond woman” standing at the 
window of what was later re-

This has reinforced an initial 
theory that the child was possi- 
bly taken by someone with 
whom she was familiar. 

A second possibility is that a 
drug may have been used to in- 
duce the child into a deep sleep, 
ensuring no resistance or noise. 

Local pharmacies were ques- 
tioned, as were supermarkets, to 
discover whether any unusually 
large amounts of baby food had 
recently been purchased. 

However, it was taken into con- 
sideration that the room had been 
‘contaminated’ by the parents, 
who left their mark on the scene 
after finding their daughter gone.

Apartment

Contrary to reports in the

In comments to 
PortugalDidrio, she explained 
that “everything was cordoned 
off early on Friday morning”.

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Madeira Go vemor reinforces power after landslide victory 



The longstanding leader of Madeira’s 
autonomous regional administration, 
Alberto Joao Jardim, has won an 
election landslide, a victory he hopes will 
force the Portuguese government to 
review belt-tightening financial reforms. 


Alberto Jardim’ s Social 
Democrats (PSD) took more 
than 64 percent of ballots in Sun- 
day’ s early regional legislative 
polls, up from just under 54 per- 
cent in the last election in 2004, 
to gain 33 seats in the island’ s 47- 
seat legislature. 

The Socialists, who govern in 
Lisbon, suffered a heavy defeat, 
seeing their share of Madeira’s 
ballots shrink to 1 5 .4 percent for 
seven legislative seats, down 
from more than 27 percent of the 
vote three years ago. 

Jardim, in power in Funchal 
without interruption for nearly 
three decades, provoked the 
early polls by resigning in Feb- 
ruary to protest Socialist Prime 
Minister Jose Socrates’ new re- 
gional finance law that will cost 
Madeira some 34 million euros in 
lost financing. 

“Let Madeira and its people 
work”, Jardim said in a victory 
speech Sunday night in a chal- 
lenge to Lisbon. 

During the campaign, he said 
that if the elections gave him a 
strengthened maj ority he would 
demand the central government 
review the restrictive regional fi- 


nance law, approved to help Por- 
tugal reduce a swollen budget 
deficit. 

Madeira’s Socialist chief, 
Jacinto Serrao, had campaigned 
on a platform denouncing 
Jardim’ s alleged history of 
“corruption, fraud and 
cronyism” since coming to 
power in 1978. 

In Lisbon, the spokesman for 
the ruling Socialist party, 
Vitalino Canas, attributed 
Jardim’ s ninth consecutive vic- 
tory in the islands to his “popu- 
list campaign” and said the elec- 
tion results held no nationwide 
political reflection. 

“No alteration will be made” 
in the regional finance law, Canas 
said. 

The seven remaining legisla- 
tive seats in the regional parlia- 
ment, which a recent law pruned 
to 47 members from 68, went to 
five smaller parties, two of which 
elected one lawmaker apiece for 
the first time. 

Nearly 40 percent of the more 
than 232,000 registered voters in 
the sub-tropical archipelago, 
with an economy based on tour- 
ism, abstained. TPN/Lusa

Combined police operation leads to 35 arrests in drugs bust 


Police from nine European 
Union member states arrested 
35 suspected drug traffickers 
last week during a joint opera- 
tion involving 13 international 


airports, Portuguese police said in 
a statement Monday. 

The AFP news agency reported 
that besides Portugal, participat- 
ing countries were Germany, Bel- 


gium, Spain, France, Italy, Ireland, 
Luxembourg and Britain. 

The operation was carried out 
over the course of four days earlier 
this month. In addition to 125 ki- 


los of cocaine, police also seized 
64 kilos of hashish and 7.3 kilos 
of heroin, which had been 
shipped from South America and 
the west coast of Africa.

Socrates hosts Lebanese counterpart 


a The six Social Democratic Party (PSD) 

councillors in the Portuguese capital’s City 
Hall said that they have requested an 
urgent meeting with Lisbon’s mayor to 
formally announce their intention to resign, 
opening the way for early municipal polls. 


Lebanese Prime Minister 
Fouad Siniora made a short offi- 
cial visit to the Portuguese capital 
on Tuesday, for talks with coun- 
terpart Jose Socrates on matters 
including Portugal’s upcoming 
European Union leadership, offi- 
cials said. 


As well as discussing Lisbon’ s 
EU agenda for the Middle East 
during its stewardship of the 27- 
state bloc from July 1 , Prime Min- 
ister Siniora used his talks with 
Jose Socrates to thank the Portu- 
guese government for its support 
in international efforts to rebuild 


Lebanon, after Israel’s bombard- 
ment of the country last summer. 

Portugal has pledged 500,000 
euros to Lebanon’s reconstruc- 
tion fund, and sent a contingent of 
1 40 Army engineers to the south 
of the country to work with the 
United Nations Interim Force in 


Lebanon (UNIFIL). 

A source in the Portuguese 
prime minister’s office said the 
two leaders also analysed current 
political scenarios in Lebanon and 
Beimt’ s relations with neighbour- 
ing states, particularly Israel.

A spokesman for the group 
told Lusa the decision to resign, 
which will likely provoke elec- 
tions, was taken Thursday night 
in line with the lifeboat strategy 
set by PSD chief Luis Marques 
Mendes to break a political dead- 
lock in Lisbon centred on a con- 
troversial real estate deal involv- 
ing Mayor Antonio Carmona 
Rodrigues. 

Carmona Rodrigues, an inde- 
pendent elected as Lisbon mayor 
on a P SD ticket, bucked Marques 
Mendes’ call last Wednesday to 
resign, saying Thursday that he 
was innocent ofwrongdoing and 
would stay in office. 

In a short declaration at City 
Hall, the mayor confirmed he was 
being investigated as a suspect in 
a shadowy downtown property 
exchange with a private devel- 
oper. 

He added, however, that he 
would stay in office with a 
“peaceful conscience” and fully 
“cooperate” with the police in- 
vestigation into the controversial 
real estate deal. 

Marques Mendes, whose 
party sits in opposition in Por- 
tugal’s Parliament, said earlier 
that the PSD had lost “the politi- 
cal conditions” needed to govern 
Lisbon and that “political clari- 


fication” was only possible 
through early elections. 

He also urged the PSD Lisbon 
councillors to resign, paving the 
way for a return to the polls, two 
years ahead of regular municipal 
elections. 

Carmona Rodrigues, who was 
elected mayor in 2005 on a PSD 
slate, was called for questioning 
by police Thursday, after having 
been formally named as a “sus- 
pect” last week in the so-called 
Bragaparques affair. 

The deputy mayor, Carlos 
Fontao de Carvalho, who sus- 
pended his city hall mandate in 
February after being fingered in a 
bribery scandal, has also been 
named a suspect in the 
Bragaparques affair. 

The Socialist Party, in oppo- 
sition in City Hall while in 
power in the central govern- 
ment, has called for early Lisbon 
elections. 

The city’s Socialist organisa- 
tion said it was considering seek- 
ing an alliance of leftist forces to 
contest an early poll. 

“The situation in Lisbon is so 
grave that it requires a great sense 
of responsibility from all parties 
of the left”, Dias Baptista, a Lis- 
bon Socialist leader, said. TPN/

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Portugal set to lose control 
of its university curricula 



Under plans being pushed through by the European 
Commission, university education in Portugai wiii no ionger be 
under the controi of the government. 

A spokesman for the Commission toid reporters in Brusseis 
Tuesday, that Brusseis intends making university quaiifications 
more compatibie across the European Union. 


T o achieve this obj ective he 
said that it was essential that 
the content and structure of 
degree courses be of equal 
standing in all EU universities, 
and that the development of a 
European Higher Education 
Area by 2010, otherwise 
known as the Bologna Process, 
be accepted by all member 
states. 

The Commission has been 
accused by some critics of us- 
ing the Bologna Process for its 
own ends in terms of mandat- 
ing what students can and can- 
not study, rather than offering 
them the widest possible range 
of subjects to choose from. 

Criticism that has been re- 
buffed by Brussels on the ba- 


sis that under the process stu- 
dents will be at liberty to select 
from practically as many subj ect 
topics as they do already. 

By 2010, a European quality 
register will control all universi- 
ties across Europe, drawing up 
the content of degree courses and 
examination papers. 

The proposals have been di- 
luted in certain respects after 
criticism from education authori- 
ties in various member states, but 
they remain set on removing con- 
trol of university education from 
national governments. 

The European Commission 
argues that its plans would enable 
students to move more freely be- 
tween European universities and 
promote increased links among 


tutors, students and research- 
ers. 

It also points out that stu- 
dents today and in the future 
will be competing for jobs in a 
global marketplace, and it is 
therefore vital that engaging 
them in the Bologna Process is 
prioritised. 

The Commission’s spokes- 
man said that the great strength 
of the process is that universi- 
ties, students and other 
stakeholders are extremely 
supportive of it. He pointed out 
that it is essential that in today ’ s 
global economy, students have 
their qualifications recognised 
in all EU member states and 
that the Bologna Process would 
make this a reality.

Portugal near bottom of 
EU complaints league 



A report published Monday reveals that Portugal’s citizens very rarely 
lodge official complaints about European Union institutions. 

In his annual summary of how the EU institutions are perceived by the 
general public, European ombudsman Nikiforos Diamandouros said 
that civil servants remain convinced that as long as they steer clear of 
any unlawful behaviour they have no reason to fear complaints from 
EU citizens. 


While Portuguese eitizens’ 
eomplaints to the ombudsman re- 
garding EU institutions repre- 
sented just a handful of the total 
reeeived, the number registeredby 
other EU eitizens, eompanies and 
non-governmental organisations 
during 2006 remained high with a 
total of 3,830 in all, aeeording to 
Diamandouros. 

“Part of the problem seemed to 
be that the idea that the prineiples 
of good administration require 
more of institutions and eivil serv- 
ants than merely avoiding unlaw- 
ful behaviour is not yet fully un- 
derstood,” the report said. 

A quarter of eomplaints eon- 
eemed a laek of transpareney in 
the EU administration, ineluding 
refusal to supply information on 
request, Diamandouros told 
members of the European Parlia- 
ment. 

S ixty six per eent of eomplaints 
eoncemed the European Com- 
mission, the EU’ s exeeutive arm. 

There were also a signifieant 
number of eomplaints about the 
abuse of power, whieh repre- 
sented 19 per eent of the total re- 
eeived. 

Diseriminationby EU offieials 
made up nine per eent of the eom- 
plaints’ tally with eight per eent 
eitingnegligenee. 

“The number of eomplaints 
thus remains elose to the reeord- 
high levels reaehed in the two pre- 
vious years,” Diamandouros 
said. 

The ombudsman does not 
wield binding powers but ean 
make reeommendations to Euro- 
pean institutions on how to ami- 
eably resolve mal-administration 
problems. 

However, further remarks 
made by Diamandouros might 
well explain the reason why so few 
eomplaints were reeeived from 
Portugal last year. 

He told MEPs that he regretted 
the emergenee during 2006 of a 
“low rate of aeeeptance and im- 
plementation” of his reeommen- 
dations. Comments whieh no 
doubt will raise the question in the 
minds of EU eitizens as to 
whether there is any point in lev- 
elling eomplaints. 

“I am not sure the eitizen ean 
easily reeoneile the statements 
often made by the institutions 
that they want to get eloser to the 
eitizen when the ombudsman’s 
adviee on how to improve rela- 
tions is ignored,” Diamandouros 
added. 

Spain was top of the eom- 
plaints league during 2006 making 
up 20 per eent of the total received 
by the ombudsman. Germany and 
France shared second place mak- 
ing up 1 1 per cent each. 

However, relative to popula- 
tion size, most complaints came 
from EU minnows Luxembourg, 
Malta and Cyprus.

EU proposes law to punish bad driving abroad 

EU Transport Commissioner Jacques Barrot said last week that 
he plans to introduce a EU-wide law for the more serious road 
driving infringements - paving the way for a dangerous driver to 
be fined or imprisoned in one member state when the incident has 
occurred in another. Therefore, a Portuguese driver found speed- 
ing in France could be fined according to French law even after he 
has returned home. Barrot mentioned speeding, drink-driving and 
failure to wear a seat belt as being among the infringements that 
could be covered by the new law. He admitted the new measures 
would not be easy to apply due to the different legal systems which 
exist throughout the EU. However, he told reporters in Brussels: 
“W e need to give a European dimension to the fight against danger 
on the roads”. 

Poles happy with EU membership 

Three years after j oining the EU, 82 per cent of Poles believe it 
has had a positive effect, compared to 69 per cent who supported 
entry in 2004, a poll published Monday reveals. Seven per cent of 
Poles are still against Poland’s EU membership, down from 22 
per cent in 2004, according to a CBOS poll of 937 people carried 
out between March 30* and April 2“^*. Sixty four per cent of Poles 
believe that they have benefited from j oining the EU, while back 
in 2004 that figure was 40 per cent. Agriculture is the sector that 
75 per cent of those polled think has benefited most, an opinion 
shared by 73 per cent of the country’s farmers. Other principal 
areas of Polish life that have been improved by EU membership, 
according to 60 per cent of respondents, are the environment, 
productivity and unemployment. 

Alleged child sex abuse in Irish Cathoiic Church 
highest in EU 

The Roman Catholic Church in Ireland has revealed figures 
showing the extent to which priests in its largest archdiocese may 
have abused children. The number of priests and other religious 
orders involved in the scandal is higher than any other case of its 
kind in the EU. Nearly 150 priests have been accused or suspected 
of child abuse since 1 940. Details of the allegations, including 74 
of its own priests, were given by the Dublin archdiocese on Mon- 
day. Although the sexual abuse of children in the much larger US 
Catholic Church has commanded greater media attention, Ireland 
is perhaps even more deeply scarred by priestly abuse, the extent 
of which is only now emerging. As well as specific allegations 
against 84 priests, the Dublin archdiocese says accusations have 
been made against another 61 who worked in children’s homes 
and orphanages in recent years. Fifteen thousand people have 
lodged compensation claims for suffering sexual abuse at the hands 
of the priests when they were children, leaving the Irish taxpayer 
facing a possible one billion euros payout. 

Illegal maize shipped to EU 

Environmental group Greenpeace said Monday that an illegal 
genetically modified maize had been found in a US shipment to 
the EU, the fourth such case in four years. Greenpeace said it had 
analysed the cargo that arrived in the port of Rotterdam on April 
10th and found container loads of the GMO Herculex, a maize 
manufactured by the U S firm Pioneer, which is banned by the EU. 
The group said in a statement that the ship carrying the maize had 
offloaded some cargo in Ireland but could not confirm that it in- 
cluded any of the maize shipment. The EU Commission said it 
had not been notified about the find, but if it were the case it would 
be up to the Dutch authorities to send the maize back to the US. 

EU shoppers set to save up to 1 00 billion euros 

Euro MPs last week approved rules to simplify cashless pay- 
ments within the EU. Their vote on the Payments Services Direc- 
tive (PSD) lifts the last major obstacle for member states to adopt- 
ingtherulesbyNovember2009. Banks andbusinesses have wel- 
comed the PSD, which aims to make cross-border payments by 
credit card, debit card, electronic bank transfer and direct debit as 
easy, cheap and secure as domestic payments. It is estimated the 
new rules will save EU shoppers up to 1 00 billion euros a year. In 
addition, according to the European Central Bank, it will make it 
more difficult to commit credit card fraud.

Alternatives to Holiday Let 
Licensing 

Part 4- 
Compliance: 

Getting it right

This is the finai articie in a four part series examining 
different aiternatives to Hoiiday Let Licensing:

It should not come as a sur- 
prise that if you are renting out 
a piece of Portugal, then your 
first and foremost tax obligation 
will be to Finangas, the Portu- 
guese tax authority. The assess- 
able nature of a chargeable event 
depends solely on: a) where the 
activity takes place and b) that 
income is made available to you 
- not where payment is made or 
the currency used. 

Non-residents will, in addi- 
tion, need to report this income 
in their home jurisdiction. Any 
tax paid in Portugal should nor- 
mally stand as a foreign tax 
credit, thereby eliminating any 
double taxation. 

ResidentTaxpayersin 

Portugal 

If you are resident for tax 
purposes in Portugal, you need 
to report this income along with 
other sources in your annual 
individual income tax 
declaration. 

Rentals 

Property lets are reported as 
part of Category F of Individual 
Income Tax (“/7?6”’). Deduc- 
tions allowed for include utili- 
ties paid by the owners, main- 
tenance, repairs as well as Mu- 
nicipal Property Tax (“/M7”). 
The net income is then added to 
any other sources, such as pen- 
sions, interest, etc. Tax is cal- 
culated on total income at mar- 
ginal rates ( 1 2% - 42%) . 

All deductible expenses must 
be documented by proper re- 
ceipts {"‘facturas”). 


“Holiday Lets” as a Business 

If you let out furnished accom- 
modation to tourists on a licensed 
basis, you should be registered as 
a tourist-related service business 
(Category B). This type of ac- 
tivity receives especially favour- 
able treatment under the “Simpli- 
fied Regime”. However, you will 
need to make Social Security con- 
tributions starting in your second 
year of operation. Count on mini- 
mum monthly payments of 
around €170 per month. Those 
already receiving an old age pen- 
sion can apply for exemption. 
VAT 

Rental Activity (Category F) 
is exempt from VAT. (for “resi- 
dential” lets) 

Business Income (“commer- 
cial”) above € 1 0,000 per annum 
falls into the VAT regime. For 
tourist accommodation, the 
lowerrate of 5% applies. On the 
positive side, the VAT on neces- 
sary business expenses (assessed 
at 2 1 %) now becomes deductible 
so your quarterly VAT filing 
could easily build up credits and 
even an eventual refund. 

Non-Residents and 
Rental Income 

Since non-residents are not eli- 
gible for the Simplified Regime, 
how do you best declare your 
rental income? The simplest way 
is under Category F, Rental In- 
come, in the IRS Individual In- 
come T ax return. The procedures 
here are identical to residents as 
described above. As of 2005, 
non-residents benefit from a spe- 


cial tax rate of 1 5% for this type 
ofincome. 

Alternatively, you will 
need to form a Limited Liabil- 
ity Company {“Limitada”). 
You will need to have a Char- 
tered Accountant to prepare 
your tax declaration and the 
business will be subj ect to Spe- 
cial Estimated Tax Payments 
(“F’E'C’). This solutionis only 
practical when multiple prop- 
erties are involved. Whatever 
tax is paid in Portugal should be 
eligible for a foreign tax credit 
in the home jurisdiction. Com- 
pliance costs and mortgage in- 
terest should also qualify as tax 
deductions. In other words, we 
are talking about a “nil” ex- 
pense (unless you try to cheat 
both tax authorities). All the 
more reason to go by the book !

Luso-Brazilianbusiness seminar to

Portuguese and Brazilian entrepreneurs held a business seminar in 
Salvador da Baia over the weekend aimed to boost bilateral trade and 
investment.

Baia over the next three years. 

Eduardo Salles, president of the 
Portuguese Chamber of Com- 
merce in Brazil, said the new in- 
vestments were focused prima- 
rily on the tourism, agriculture and 
construction sectors.

EC makes positive revision 
ofPortuguese growth targets 

The European Commission has revised upwards its predictions for 
Portuguese economic growth for 2007 and 2008, but to a level still the 
lowest amongst all EU member states, officials announced Monday. 



In its Economic Spring 
Foresights, the EC projected 
0.3 percent growth for the Por- 
tugal’s economy in 2007 to 
reach 1 .8 percent, a value coin- 
ciding with Lisbon’s predic- 
tion. 

The EU’s executive arm also 
said Portugal’s public sector 


budget deficit was expected to be 
3.5 percent at the end of 2007, a 
value higher than Lisbon’s 3.3 
percent estimate. 

If Portugal doesn’t take addi- 
tional measures to rein in its 
budget gap, the 2008 deficit will 
reach 3 .2 percent of gross domes- 
tic product (GDP), Brussels 


said. 

Regarding unemployment, 
EU predictions suggest a rate of 
7.7 percent in 2007 with a small 
fall of 0.2 to 7.5 percent in 2008. 
Lisbon ’ s unemployment proj ec- 
tion for 2007 is 7.5 percent and 
7.2 percent for next year. TPN/

lated. Claudia Assisde Almeida, 
a member of the board of the gov- 
ernment agency IMOPPI, ana- 
lysed the effects of the forthcom- 
ing regulatory changes . She also

IMOPPI will be known as InCI - 
Institute of Construction and 
Real Estate, and will boast a 
largely internet based system for 
applications for licenses. The 
scope is also being expanded to 
cover real estate promotion and 
condominium management. 

The recent changes which have 
relaxed the taxation laws on Over- 
seas Holding Companies for 
property were explained by Ana 
Salvador Cristovao, a specialist 
from the Lisbon law firm 
Bragan^a Bruno & Associados. 
The taxation of properties in 
Portugal owned through an over- 
seas company in a tax haven (a so- 
called blacklisted company) has 
been considerably reduced in the 
2007 budget. Ownership 
through a company has advan- 
tages of flexibility in transfer and 
ownership as CGT is not 
charged on shares . S ome compa- 
nies, based outside Portugal but 
within the EU, and classified as 
“white-listed” companies, have 
been taxed the same as a non-resi- 


dent owner, whilst black-listed 
companies have paid tax at higher 
rates. The rate of IMT (transfer 
tax) for “black-listed” companies 
has now been reduced from 1 5 % 
to 8%. Ana Cristovao concluded 
by pointing out that the UK 
Chancellor had just announced 
that UK benefit in kind legislation 
would also not apply to most of 
these companies. 

The expanding Portuguese 


market has had much interest 
from Ireland and other EU states 
as well as from UK buyers, where 
the long alhance with Portugal has 
made for a happy partnership. 
Antonio Silva, London director 
of the Portuguese Trade & Tour- 
ism Office, reinforced the high 
degree of tourism inflows into 
Portugal in his regional study of 
the Algarve and its continuing 
success. In 2006 the Algarve 
took 38.5% of the bed-nights in 
Portugal and over 1 million 
rounds of golf were played in the 
Algarve, representing 3 out of 
every 4 rounds played in Portu- 
gal. 

Paul Donoughue, director of 
Special Projects at Savills Pic, 
detailed the factors involved in 
making a development attractive 
to buyers from the UK and EIRE, 
and Brian Eustace, Executive 
Director of the INTA Group, 
analysed the reasons for Portu- 
gal’s big attraction for the golfer. 
He suggested that this was not 
simply climate or history based 
but that the economics and style 
of clubs was also important. 

An insight into the Irish inves- 
tor’s view was given by David 
Hanrahan of CMC Investment 
& Einance. He described three 
different buyer profiles in Ire- 
land each looking for different 
returns and time scales. He iden- 
tified that typically an Irish inves- 
tor allocation was about 71% 
property based, with equities only 
16%. He also remarked on the 
Irish buyers ’ confidence in buy- 
ing off plan. 

An overview of the wide range 
of funding options available to 
buyers of Portuguese property 
was given by T om Poster, Inter- 
national Mortgage Adviser at 
Conti Pinancial Services, and the 
criteria applied by lenders in dif- 
ferent countries. 

Jorge Armindo Teixeira 
brought the speaker sessions to a 
close by summarising the main 
themes of the conference and 
how they fitted in with his experi- 
ence as CEO of one of Portugal’ s 
largest hotel and property groups. 
After the conference, delegates 
were given an opportunity to net- 
work during a drinks’ reception 
sponsored by Banco Santander 
Totta and Banco Espirito Santo. 


Portugal’s farm subsidies 
could be further reduced 


The European Commission 
unveiled draft budget plans 
Tuesday for 2008 which will 
leave Portugal’ s farmers on the 
receiving end of yet further cuts 
in their annual levels of subsi- 
dies. 

Por the first time in the his- 
tory of the European Union, the 
proposed budget will see Eu- 
rope’ s farming sector removed 
from top spot of the EU’ s sub- 
sidy league, and replaced by 
funding for poor regions across 
the 27 member states and for 
industrial and commercial 
growth. 

The announcement will 
come as no surprise to Portu- 
gal’s farming community who 
last year saw substantial cuts in 
subsidies paid to the country’ s 
sugar farmers, which pointed 
the way to further reductions in 
EU funding for the agricultural 
sector in general. 

Plans drawn up earlier this 
year by Brussels also signalled 
the downsizing of Portugal’s 
farming industry, with farmers 
being encouraged to retire early 
and accept EU redundancy pay- 
ments. 

Under the Commission’s 
most recent proposals, overall 
subsidies would increase by 2.0 
per cent to 1 29.2 billion euros, 
which equates to 1 .03 per cent 
of the EU’s gross domestic 
product. 

Policies related to economic 
competitiveness and support 
for the EU’s poorer regions 
would receive the biggest share 
of overall spending. 


The proposed budget puts 
spending on competitiveness and 
regional support at 44.2 per cent 
of the total funding available and 
expenditure on farming, rural de- 
velopment and the environment 
at 43.6 per cent. 

“Today’s budget proposal 
marks an historical shift for the 
European Union,” EU Budget 
Commissioner Dalia 

Grysbaukaite told journalists in 
Brussels. 

“Eor the first time, spending 
directly related to growth and 
jobs takes the biggest share of the 
EU budget,” she added. 

Portuguese farmers together 
with their counterparts in other 
EU states have long been the big- 
gest overall recipients of Euro- 
pean funding, which was a 
deeply contentious issue during 
the last negotiations in late 2005 
on the bloc’ s long-term 2007 to 
2013 budget. 

Erance and Britain clashed 
bitterly during those negotia- 
tions with Paris fiercely defend- 
ing high levels of farm support, 
while London called for a shift 
in spending towards more fu- 
ture-orientated policies such as 
education and research. 

As a condition for an overall 
agreement on the 2007 to 20 1 3 
long-term budget, EU members 
ordered the European Commis- 
sion to carry out a detailed re- 
view of the bloc’s spending. 
Grysbaukaite said the Commis- 
sion would launch the review in 
June by sending out question- 
naires to each member state on 
their spending priorities.

New airport 
terminal 

inaugurated in July 


Lisbon airport’ s latest exten- 
sion, a new passenger depar- 
tures terminal that is currently 
being constructed adjacent to 
the Second Circular, will re- 
portedly, be inaugurated on 
July 27* and is hoped to be in 
full use by August P*. 

Estimated to cost 18 million 
euros. Terminal 2 will be exclu- 
sively for the use of domestic 
flights or TAP passengers with 
connecting flights, and will have 
the capacity of processing 
some 1,500 passengers per 
hour. 

Its opening will, however, in- 
fluence traffic circulating on the 
Alameda das Comunidades 
Portuguesas, which connects 
the ‘Clock’ roundabout to the 


departures’ area. Traffic should 
be affected as of next week, 
when road works start taking 
place. 

Airport officials have dis- 
suaded drivers who are not mak- 
ing their way to the airport from 
using internal roads, to reduce 
unnecessary congestion. 

“We won’t stop drivers 
coming from the Figo Maduro 
area from using the airport’s 
roads, but we advise them not 
to”, said Lisbon airport’s chief 
official Francisco Severino. 

Once open, the terminal will 
be accessed “preferentially” by 
taxis or airport shuttle bus, as 
opposed to passenger vehicles, 
as parking areas will only be 
available as of next year.

Lisbon City Hall debt outweighs that of 
Northern Portugal 


Estimated to have accumu- 
lated a debt of over 1 .2 billion 
euros, Lisbon City Hall’ s debt 
alone far outweighs that of the 
14 city halls that make up the 
metropolitan area of Greater 
Oporto (GAMP), which is 
said to be of just over 1 billion 
euros. 


Divided into singular 
amounts, this translates as each 
GAMP resident ‘owing’ some- 
thing in the region of €664, 
whilst Lisbon inhabitants are 
each indebted by approximately 
€2340. 

According to the newspaper 
Jornal de Noticias, Gaia, 


Oporto’s ‘capital’ and most 
populated area, represents an 
approximate 225 million euro 
slice of gamp’s global bil- 
lion-euro debt. Lisbon’s debt, 
on the other hand, is five times 
superior, despite having a to- 
tal population that is a little 
over double that of Gaia. 






After five years of assertive- 
ness training, I can’t seem to 
muster the most basic language 
of assertion, the simple word 
“No.” 

“No, I do not want to travel 
to Paris for an interview.

Then, one day two months ago 
an email popped up on my 
screen. The head of training for 
the finance ministry said he’d 
read my requirements and would 
like to interview me. 

Initially thrilled. I’d an- 
swered. “I’ll be there ! ” Then I 
proposed two possible dates. 
Another long wait ensued, dur- 
ing which time my excitement 
began to wane. With increasing 
j itters and still no word from the 
head of training, I decided that I 
didn’t want to teach the course 
after all. 

Mustering what I tried to re- 
member, but obviously failed, 
about assertiveness skills, I con- 
structed a letter canceling the in- 
terview. My downfall: equivo- 
cating,; ( “Maybe I can come at 
another time”); deferring (“If it’s 
alright with you”), waffling (I’m 
not certain I’ll be in France in 
May) , and lots of other wobbly 
words like “possibly” and “ per- 
haps”. My letter was com- 
pletely ignored. Instead, another 
rendez-vous was suggested: next 
Tuesday. 


I sat before my computer to 
respond, but rather than typing 
the words: I have reconsidered 
and am no longer interested in 
this position, the words: “I’ll be 
there,” came out again. Unfortu- 
nately, I hit send before I could 
catch myself and now I’ve got a 
bigger problem: I have an inter- 
view for a job that I don’t want! 

I sit back in my chair, resigned 
to show up despite my qualms. I 
imagine the interview will go like 
this: 

“Bonjour, Madame 

Westheimer.” 

“Bonjour.” 

“So, you are interested in this 
teaching job?” 

“Not really. Sir. I’ve changed 
my mind.” 

“Not interested? In teaching in 
Paris?” 

“No Sir, I prefer working in 
Portugal.” 

“Portugal? Surely you can’tbe 
serious.” 

“Yes Sir,” I imagine myself 
answering, as I try to find the 
most polite strategy to exit his 
smoke-filled office. 

‘ ‘But we can offer you even more 
money than we stated in the ad.” 

“It’s not money. Sir, it’s...” 

“Madame, we need someone

“Sir,” I imagine myself insist- 
ing while standing up. “Thank 
you for the courtesy, but I don’t 
drink wine (not evenFrench) and 
I want to go home to my hus- 
band and dogs.” 

Astonished, the gentleman 
will show me to the door and I ’ 11 
head for the closest patisserie to 
celebrate. 

But wouldn’t it have been 
easier to tell him the truth up 
front?

Ten years 
ago I would have done anything 
to get a job like this one, even 
walked all the way to Paris if I 
had to.

Airport traffic 
goes up 

Last month. Faro Interna- 
tional Airport registered an 8,8 
per eent rise in its air traffie 
movement, along with an in- 
erease of 4.4 per eent in passen- 
ger figures, in eomparison with 
the same month of last year. 

Of these inereases, low eost 
airlines were responsible for a 
signifieant part of the figures, 
representing 19.1 per eent of 
the total traffie rise, and 10.8 
per eent of passenger numbers. 

In terms of nationalities, the 
UK market is onee again re- 
sponsible for the largest 
number of visitors to the re- 
gion whilst Germany showed 
a fall of 2 1 .6 in relation to last 
year’s figures and was the only 
eountry to show a loss in num- 
bers. 


British tourist attacked in 
\dlamoura Marina 


Vilamoura GNR have de- 
tained a 22-year-old Guinean 
man on suspicion of attempting 
to murder a British national, on 
holiday in the Algarve. 

According to reports, the sus- 
pect followed the 34-year-old 
male victim around the Marina 
to a spot where barriers block ac- 
cess to cars. Here the suspect re- 
peatedly hit the man’s head 
with a stone, leaving him uncon- 
scious. The motive is as yet un- 
known. 

Three other tourists who wit- 
nessed the early-morning inci- 


dent immediately reported it to 
the GNR as well as summoning 
medical assistance. 

After being rushed to Faro 
hospital, the victim was released 
24-hours later with no serious 
injuries. 

Arriving on the scene and gath- 
ering the witnesses’ descrip- 
tions, GNR officers found the 
suspect a short while later in a 
nearby bar. 

The Guinean tried to resist de- 
tention by retaliating with physi- 
cal aggression. After managing to 
escort the suspect into a police 


vehicle with the intention of 
taking him to the local station, 
the route was altered after the 
man broke one of the van’ s win- 
dows by head butting it. 

No injuries were sustained, 
but the suspect was given a 
medical check-over at the Louie 
Health Centre before being held 
at the Vilamoura GNR station, 
where he awaits trial. 

The authorities who, already 
knew the suspect, have con- 
nected him to a series of mug- 
ging, allegedly and break-in re- 
lated crimes around the area. 


rious workers peered out of their 
windows to see what the noise 
was about, few appearing to be 
aware of the cause. 

This latest protest was the 
Vale Fuzeiros residents’ third and 
most significant gathering. Their 
main reasons : the fact that no one 
was informed of the high-tension 
pylons that are to invade their 
valley and no public consultation 
was proposed. 

Most of those who are to be 
affected by the lines, many of 
whom, reportedly, face mega- 
pylon just 20 to 40 metres from 
their home, only discovered af- 
ter officials arrived to mark out 
the land. 

Originally planned to cross a 
more northern trajectory, the 
high-tension line was later al- 
tered, without locals being in- 
formed or consulted, to cross the 
middle of the visually beautiful 
and historically rich valley. 


which is visited by hundreds, if 
not thousands, of tourists every 
year. 

Beside the obvious health, 
property and trade concerns, 
which will all be seriously af- 
fected should the pylons be 
erected. Vale Fuzeiros is also of 
renowned national archaeological 
importance, home to an esti- 


mated 110 historic sites of inter- 
est. These include sites of 
Neolithic, Palaeolithic and medi- 
eval artefacts, as well as evidence 
from the Bronze Age, the Islamic 
era, and of Rock-art. 

Reportedly, one of the main 
reasons for the line’ s alteration is 
due to lack of access to its origi- 
nal trajectory. According to

protestors, it has transpired 
REN defended their decision by 
claiming they didn ’ t want to ‘ de- 
stroy trees or disturb flora and 
fauna’ to create those access 
paths. Though, for the residents 
of Vale Fuzeiros, erecting high- 
tension pylons in the midsts of 
their valley is an equally disturb- 
ing prospect. 

Sue Loram, who has been ac- 
tively involved with the protests 
and demonstrations since the 
Vale Fuzeiro residents first be- 
came aware of electricity company 
REN’ s plans a little over a month 
ago, told The Portugal News 
“REN could not have chosen a 
more pristine, beautifiil area to de- 
stroy, especially when they have 
an alternative. They say that there 


is no access to the alternative 
Northern trajectory, but in other 
places, lines have been installed 
by helicopter”. Sue recently 
moved to one of Vale Fuzeiros’ 
peaceful hubs after having lived 
in Albufeira for many years. She 
escaped the hectic lifestyle of the 
city to retire to her ‘ dream house ’ 
in an environment of natural 
“peace and quiet”, though this 
may soon come to an abrupt end. 

Despite recent reports stating 
that Siives city hall has pledged its 
empathy and support in fighting 
the pylons ’ installation, is is gen- 
erally believed that their stance 
and influence is powerless and of 
no consequence, the ultimate de- 
cision is thought to be in the hands 
of the central government.

Golf courses for Monchique? 


Various golf courses and anew 
hotel could be on the cards for the 
historical ‘Caldas de 
Monchique’, a site rich in natu- 
ral beauty in the Monchique 
mountains, boasting a wealth of 
flora and a natural spring. 

After a city hall meeting ear- 
lier this week, permanent coun- 
cillor Carlos Henrique Alves re- 


vealed that, given its tourism 
potential, “three ‘mountainous’ 
golf courses, 65 villas and a ho- 
tel” were planned for the re- 
nowned Caldas. 

Presently home to a health spa 
which uses the spring’s natural 
resources, the councillor further 
revealed that the project was in- 
tended to transform the area into 


“an important parf ’ of regional 
tourism. 

Elderico Viegas, president of 
the Algarve Hotel and Tourist 
Resort Association (AHETA), 
also stressed his opinion that the 
Caldas presents great potential 
for tourism, as it “permit the sec- 
tors of leisure, the environment 
and health to merge”. 


Regarding the construction of 
the courses, Viegas said “the re- 
sponsible party has considered 
that no negative impacts will oc- 
cur” and that the region will ben- 
efit from “swapping eucalyptus 
trees for grass” as the courses 
could act as “fire-deterrents”.

Suspects arrested for more 
\llamoura muggings

Two individuals, of 20 and 17 years of age, were arrested on suspicion of mugging two English 
tourists who were holidaying in Vilamoura. 


According to reports, the vic- 
tims were approached by the 
two suspects shortly after leav- 
ing a bar on Vilamoura Marina 
and were accompanied by three 
more youths, thought to be aged 
between 16 and 18. 

After cornering them, the ag- 
gressors intimidated and threat- 
ened the holidaymakers, one of 
whom was hit in the face, before 


the two main suspects force- 
fully took three mobile phones 
(worth €1,300), a golden neck- 
lace (worth € 1 60) and around 7 0 
euros in cash. 

The youths then fled as their 
targets made their way to the 
nearest police station to report 
the occurrance and describe their 
attackers.

Fishermen awarded 
million-euro makeover 

a Regional infrastructures relevant to the fishing trade have been 

granted a 10,9 million euro investment to improve existing ports, or 
to build new ones, which should be finished by the end of 2008. 


Comprising governmental 
money as well as EU funds, the 
significant boost will finance 
two new fishing ports, in Santa 
Luzia and Cabanas, Tavira, 
which together will take up an 
estimated 1.6 million euros of 
the 10 million euro grant. 
Culatra, Earo, and Arrifana, 
Aljezur, are also to be dotted 


with new fishing ports, which 
will reportedly take up a further 
2,7 million euros. 

Quarteira and Albufeira will 
also benefit from a financial inj ec- 
tion of around 6,5 million euros, 
to re-model and renovate old 
buildings as well as building new 
ones. 

According to a recent press 


release, this financial boost is 
intended “to better the quality 
and safety of services rendered 
to fishermen”. It is reportedly 
an attempt on the Portuguese 
government’s behalf to pro- 
mote and rai se the profile of the 
regional fishing trade, clearly 
confident of its status on an in- 
ternational level. 


Four injured in police

a A Faro police vehicle was involved in a violent crash with another 
passenger vehicle that left four passengers injured. 


Two of the injured parties 
were police officers. 

Responding to a call-out, the 
unit was en-route to Faro city 
centre to assist a taxi driver who 
was allegedly being attacked by 
two men. 

The crash, which took place at 


around 22h00, meant that addi- 
tional police help had to be re- 
quested for the taxi driver. How- 
ever when the back-up arrived at 
the alleged scene of the crime, 
neither the taxi driver nor the 
supposed criminals were to be 
found. It is therefore believed to 


have been a false alarm. 

Having occurred on one of 
Faro’ s main streets, the accident 
is being investigated.

Five warehouses 
closed in Olhao Port 

a Health and Safety inspectors closed five 

warehouses on Olhao’s fishing docks after 
considering the buildings have a lack of 
sanitary, hygiene and technological 
conditions. 


ASAE (Autoridade de 
Seguran9a Alimentar e 
Economica) gave their orders 
earlier this week, seizing 684 
kilos of fish and issuing seven 
court orders in the process. 

Furthermore, none of the 
warehouses, which are rented 
by individual users from 
Docapesca, were equipped 
with the requisite HCCP sys- 
tem, which analyses danger and 
critical control points. 

Of the 684 kilos of fish 
seized, 63 1 kilos were still in 
edible conditions, according to 
a veterinary analysis. These 


were donated to charitable in- 
stitutions around the area, 
whilst the remaining 53 kilos 
were destroyed. 

Those renting the ware- 
houses believe it should be the 
proprietors, Docapesca, that 
are penalized, criticising the 
high rental fees of around 1 ,000 
euros per month. 

The Port and Maritime In- 
stitute, which is responsible 
for maintaining hygiene and 
cleanliness around the docks, 
has also come under fire for al- 
legedly not carrying out its 
duties.

The Measures have lived in Portugal since November 
1968. During most of that time they have studied the 
natural history, handicrafts, traditions and many other 
aspects of the country in which they have made their 
home. For many years Madge and John have written 
about Portugal and for over twelve years lectured on 
all its facets. On a regular basisthey will be sharing with 
our readers some of the fascinating and to many 
unknown, place and traditions they have researched. 


Evora 


Evora is probably one of the most visited tourist 
attractions in Portugal dueto its UNESCO 
World Heritage rating that was awarded in 
1 986. It is a remarkable city that is dominated by 
the magnificent cathedral and enclosed within 
four kilometres of defensive walls. These 
majestic fortifications, of which large portions 
are original, enclose the old town and it is 
possible to circumnavigate them on the outside 
by car, or for the energetic on foot. 


On our recent visit some gar- 
dens and other features were in 
the process of construction on this 
outer boundary . There are several 
large carparks outside these walls, 
althoughitis sometimes a httle dif- 
ficult to find a space unless you 
are there early in the morning. 

On entering through one of the 
many entrances, first and foremost 
it is a good idea to visit the turismo 
to obtain a map of the city that in- 
cludes a suggested itinerary for 
obtaining the best from this town 
that had its origins from Roman 
times when it was known as 
Liberalitas Julia. The Roman era 
was followed by the Visigoths, the 
Moors and finally after several 
skirmishes to and fro, in 1 165 by 
the Portuguese, beginning with the 
reign of the first king Dom Afonso 
Henriques, all of these cultures 
adding to its heritage. 

The tourist information office is 
situated in the Praga de Giraldo, 
an impressive square that has on 
one side covered Moorish arcades 
enabling you to window gaze or to 
enj oy watching the movement of 
people and vehicles going about 
their business in this busy centre, 
especially the ‘Sitee’ buses that 
are used for ‘park and ride’ around 
the town having substituted those 
that proclaimed Evora as a W orld 
Heritage site. 

The magnificent marble 
Henriquina Fountain is situated 
within the square. This was built 
in 1571 and replaced the previous 
one, also of marble, that had been 


the first to receive water from the 
newly constructed aqueduct, 
Aqueduto da Agua de Praia - 
Aqueduct of the Silver Water - 
that was built between 1531 and 
1537. 

This massive waterway was 
designed by a native of Evora, 
Francisco de Arruda who was re- 
nowned for several examples of 
Manuehne architecture. The huge 
aqueduct was so impressive that 
Lufs V az de Camoes mentioned it 
in his famous Os Lusiades that 
were published in 1572. Sadly, dur- 
ing the 17* century War of Res- 
toration with Spain, a large portion 
was badly damaged although nine 
kilometres still remain intact. 

From the Praga de Giraldo it 
is a short walk up to the cathedral 
via the Rua 5 de Outubro, a street 
that has a number of fascinating 
craft shops, their handicrafts com- 
ing from throughout Portugal. The 
building of the granite cathedral 
commenced in 1 1 80 and was con- 
secrated in 1 204 with the building 
completed in 1250. The impressive 
Gothic portal is flanked by 14* 
century sculpted figures of the 
Apostles. On entering you are 
overwhelmed by the enormity of 
the building, its height and the three 
naves. 

Do climb the fifty six steps to 
reach the roof terrace where you 
will find it very well worth the ef- 
fort of corkscrewing your way up- 
wards for the wonderful view of 
the cathedral towers, surrounding 
rooftops and the countryside in 


general. But as we found out 
almost to our downfall, do 
try not to be on the top stair 
when the cathedral clock 
strikes the hour, as the sud- 
den sound is enough to 
make you miss a step, even 
though there is an adequate 
handhold! 

The dream of everyone 
who visits Evora is to see 
the Roman Temple, more 
usually known as The T em- 
ple of Diana as it is believed 
to have been dedicated to 
this goddess. Constmctedin 
the 2"^* or 3"‘^ centuries it was 
built in alignment with the 
best known of the Portu- 
guese circles of standing 
stones, the Cromlech de 
Almendres some kilome- 
tres away that is one of the 
most important in Europe 
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and comprises the largest group 
of Neolithic menhirs to have been 
erected in the Iberian Peninsula - 
see Lusofile of April 8* 2006. 

This impressive monument 
dominates the Largo do Conde 
de Vila Flor at the highest point in 
the town and is all that remains of 
an important Roman city. Since 
the demise of the Roman domina- 
tion it has had a very chequered 
existence having been used as an 
armoury, a theatre and a slaugh- 
terhouse before it was finally 
cleaned up and given the merit that 
it deserved in 1 870. 

The Igreja de Sdo Francisco 
that was built during the last two 
decades of the 15* century and 
the first of the 1 6* is where many 
tourists to Evora satisfy their curi- 
osity by visiting the dimly lit 
Capela dos Ossos, a bone chapel 
constmcted from the bones of over 
five thousand people in the 17* 
century, each bone artistically po- 
sitioned in this gruesome architec- 
tural chamber- see Lusofile of 24* 
September 2005. 

The museums are fascinating 
but you will need plenty of time to 
enjoy them fully. The Museu de 
Evora in the Largo do Conde de 
Vila Flor contains important ar- 
tistic works of paintings and sculp- 
tures as well as plenty of archaeo- 
logical interest, whereas at the 


Palace of the Dukes of Cadaval 
one room is devoted to old parch- 
ment books and manuscripts, one 
of which is from 1362, plus a 
Gothic sculpture that stands about 
eighty centimetres high and depicts 
the V irgin and Child that is believed 
to be from the 15* century. 

The old Jesuit University that 
was inaugurated in 1 55 9 became 
an important seat of learning until 
the Marquis of Pombal closed it in 
1759 when he expelled the Jesuits 
from the country. It then became 
a poor house and later a school. 
Finally it reopened as an univer- 
sity in 1 973 and now has over 3000 
students. 

The turismo can give you a list 
of the opening times of the vari- 
ous historic attractions that are 
open to the public, most of which 
can only be visited after paying a 
modest entrance fee. 

This UNESCO WorldHeritage 
city of Evora is situated just off the 
A6, 1P7, E90 motorway that runs 
from Lisboa to Badajoz on the 
Spanish border and is truly an his- 
torical wonderland with the places 
that we have mentioned only the 
tip of the iceberg, but there is plenty 
of accommodation in all price 
ranges to choose from, including 
the Convento dos Lois that is now 
a pousada - state run inn - to an 
official campsite. 
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Testing times 



Exam season is coming, and with it a bucketload of stress. As five 
million students across the UK prepare for their exams, we ask the 
experts how parents can help their kids cope, from diet and exercise 
to revison tips and tension relievers. 



A 2003 survey found that 
four out of five parents 
said the stresses of their 
chiidren’s exams put a 
strain on famiiy iife. 


The time of year that all stu- 
dents - and their ever- suffering 
parents - dread is on its way. Yes, 
exam time is approaching again. 

It’ s enough to bring you out in 
a cold sweat, the thought of 
spending hours in a sweltering 
hall trying to remember every- 
thing you’ve learnt in the last 
couple of years of GCSEs, A- 
Levels or degree study. It’ s easy 
to see why over five million stu- 
dents across the UK might be 
feeling a little tense. 

While a few nerves might be a 
good way to get the adrenalin 
pumping, too much stress can be 
detrimental to a child’s health, 
and have a huge effect on concen- 
tration. And it’ s not just the kids 
who feel it -a 2003 survey found 
four out of five parents said that 
the stresses of their children’s 
exams put a strain on family life. 

S o what can mums and dads do 
to help their kids through these 
testing times? 

DIET 

Research shows nutrition 
plays a critical role in concentra- 
tion and brain development, so 
ensuring your child eats a well 
balanced diet in the run-up to 
their exams is essential. 

They should always eat break- 
fast and try and lower the sugar 
in their diet - if they can eat fruit 
instead of chocolate, that’ s a step 
in the right direction. Also dis- 
courage them from having caf- 
feine-laden drinks or particularly 
sweet drinks - although a bit more 
boring, water is much better for 
the brain. 

Concentration will also be im- 
proved if you can boost the 
amount of vitamins and miner- 
als your child is receiving. The 
best way of doing this is of course 
upping the amount of fruit and veg 
they eat, but taking a multivita- 
min in capsule form will also 
help. 

Your child should eat plenty 
of carbohydrates to help fuel the 
brain and, according to nutrition 
consultant Dr Jackie Stordy , it’ s 
vital to increase the uptake of 
essential fats. 

“Trials suggest omega-3 and 
omega-6 fats may help concen- 
tration levels,” she says. “If s not 
possible for the body to manufac- 
ture these so they must come 
from the diet. However, eating the 
right types of foods in sufficient 
quantities is easier said than done, 
so taking a supplement is a sen-

sible choice.” 

She suggests trying Efalex 
capsules, which are widely avail- 
able in the UK and cost from 
£6.99/€10.24 a packet. You can 
also try to introduce oily fish like 
herring, mackerel, sardines or an- 
chovies, and seeds such as pump- 
kin and flax (linseed). 
EXERCISE 

Exercise is an important tool 
during the build-up to exams, ac- 
cording to Linda Blair, a clinical 
psychologist speciahsing in exam 
stress. 

“If you’ve been exercising 
regularly aerobically - that is 
walking, swimming, jogging, cy- 
cling etc - for more than six 
weeks, you’ve already lowered 
your general pulse rate, which 
means that the chances of getting 
panicky are low,” she says. 

“If you haven’t been doing 
regular exercise you can start 
now and still benefit, but you 
mustn’t exhaust yourself be- 
cause it will just make another 
stress for your body, so be very 
measured about it.” 


With revision timetables com- 
ing out of their ears, your children 
might not think they have time 
to schedule themselves some ex- 
ercise. However, it can have a 
calming effect on the mind and 
help to relax the body. 

If they ’re having trouble memo- 
rising a mathematical formula or 
Shakespearean quote, a run 
around the block or quick game 
of tennis can help get rid of all that 
pent-up frustration. Plus, exer- 
cise makes your body releases 
endorphins - natural chemicals 
that make you feel good. 

It’ s vital to take regular breaks 
during revision, so encourage 
your child to do something ac- 
tive during their breathers from 
work to make them feel refreshed 
and ready to tackle the next batch 
of studying. 

STRESS MANAGEMENT 

While a small amount of pres- 
sure can be a good thing, un- 
wanted stress can have serious 
health implications. Organisa- 
tion is the key to eliminating ten- 
sion, Blair says.

Driving Me Crazy {iTV1 Granada, 9pm) 

In the first of this three-part series, celebrities examine various motoring controversies and 
try to get to the bottom of them. Subjects under scrutiny include boy racers, souped-up cars 
and lack of parking. Here, John Sergeant reveals his biggest motoring gripe - 4x4s. “Calling 
them Chelsea tractors is far too polite,” says Sergeant. “They’re urban monsters and they’re 
driving me crazy!” In a poll for the programme 67405440f those asked said they felt the cars 
were unsuitable for urban areas. More than half of those quizzed thought they should be banned. 
However, Sergeant has no interest in preaching to the converted. Here, he attempts to change 
the opinions of three committed 4x4 drivers. He argues that driving the behemoths requires 
very different skills to those needed for operating the kind of car most people learn to drive 
in. To test the theory he asks three motorists to attempt two of the manoeuvres required to 
pass a standard test in their giant vehicles. Mark Lewis, 48, completes the turn in the road 
with ease but mounts the kerb when reversing round a corner. He says of his beloved motor: 
“I don’t want a smaller normal car. I’m just not a small normal person.” Also addressed in the 
programme are the dangers posed to pedestrians and other drivers by the larger vehicles. 
Dr Peter Wells, a motor industry analyst, says: “If you are in an ordinary passenger car and 
you are in an impact with a large 4x4 you are up to nine times more likely to die.”

The show exposing rogue tradesmen is back for a new series, but this time 
presenter Jonathan Maitland isn’t just targeting dodgy builders. He’ll also be 
tackling a new breed of cowboy - the crooked PC repairman. The host explains: 
“This is a huge growth area for unscrupulous traders because nobody knows 
what goes on in their computers and anyone can come to you and say, ‘oh 
you know, there’s a problem with your memory’. It’s so easy, a bit of chat 
and he’s got three hundred quid in his pocket - which is pretty much pure profit.” 
Here, three members of the team pose as nurses and call on the services 
of a supposed IT specialist who has gained an unenviable reputation for 
overcharging. Resident expert Al Bickham has already checked the PC is in 
good working order and has rigged it with a simple fault which should be easy 
to fix. However, that doesn’t stop the individual under the spotlight carting 
the machine off for expensive repairs - and stripping it of £200-worth of parts. 
The programme also uses undercover cameras to catch the roofers who leave 
a pensioner’s loft to flood while they smoke cannabis, and a plumber who 
charges for unnecessary work.

It’s a funny old way to spend your days. Wake up early, have a wrestle with a wolf, then 
scramble into the woods, kill a deer, eat it, and regurgitate the meat for the rest of your 
pack to tuck in to. Shaun Ellis certainly isn’t living the kind of life his careers advisor would 
have suggested. He has forsaken a normal human existence to live in captivity with a pack 
of the dangerous creatures. This astonishing documentary follows Shaun as he rears three 
cubs to adulthood; eating, sleeping and hunting with them. Although he is risking his life 
in the daily presence of feared predators, Shaun’s aim is to better understand wolves by 
gaining privileged access into their world. The brave, bizarre and often foolhardy mission 
has seen him rear brothers Yana, Tamaska and Matsi since birth, teaching the trio everything 
they need to know about survival in the wild, and establishing himself as the ‘alpha male’ 
in their pack. Although he has suffered some terrible wounds and quite soon expects to 
be challenged for the position of leader of the pack, he clearly loves his life and believes 
passionately in what he is doing - even if he doesn’t really smell like somebody you’d invite 
round for dinner. Highlight of the programme comes when Shaun offers to use his unique 
insight to help a farmer in Poland beat his wolf problem without resorting to violence. Will 
the wolves listen to him? And will his own pack accept him when he returns?

If you haven’t had time to plant up your 
window boxes for summer yet, now’s 
the time to plan how to achieve the 
most dazzling effect. 


For me, window boxes should 
be a riot of colour, a mass of bed- 
ding plants mixed with some 
contrasting foliage which can 
tumble down and obscure the 
box while enhancing the look of 
the outside of your property. 

Window boxes are frequently 
used on balconies to brighten up 
the urban garden when space is 
limited and can help bring the 
garden into the home if the plants 
are clearly visible from inside. 

The containers are usually long 
and thin, holding relatively little 
compost, so you’ll need to add 
slow-release fertiliser granules 
and water-retaining gel to the mix 
before you start, to help the 


plants through the summer. 

If you have a window which 
opens outwards, ensure your 
window box is low enough so 
that the tops of the mature plants 
aren’t snapped off when you 
open the window. It may also be 
worthwhile putting a drip tray 
underneath the box to stop wa- 
ter dripping down and staining 
walls, unless the drips are wiped 
away quickly. 

But you don’t have to have a 
conventional window box. Y ou 
can secure a range of individual 
smaller glazed terracotta con- 
tainers in a variety of colours 
along your wall to create a more 
modern feel, perhaps planting

them up with a variety of herbs, 
especially useful if it’ s a kitchen 
window you want to brighten up. 

The colours you choose for 
best effect should be based on 
which way the window box faces 

- if you have a north-facing box 
you will be limited to which 
plants will do well there - and you 
also need to take into considera- 
tion the colour of your backdrop. 

Deep purple and red-filled 
baskets provide vibrant colour in 
a box on a white-painted wall, 
while lively yellows and burnt 
oranges blend in with old stone 
or brick backgrounds . 

If your window box is in a 
sunny spot, you have more 
choice of annuals. Petunias come 
in a wide choice of colour, both 
trailing and upright, and bright 
colours do well contrasted with 
silver grey foliage. Variegatedivy 

- try one of the more delicate vari- 
egated types. Pelargonium is one 


of the most suitable plants as it 
will survive on windswept high 
rise balconies where the moisture 
is quickly sucked out of the soil. 

If your window box is in a 
shady area, busy lizzies will 
brighten it up, while fuchsias will 
provide some height, although in 
my experience fuchsias always 
need a huge amount of water to 
do well, so if you don’t want to 
become a slave to the watering can 
you may make a different choice. 

White begonias and geraniums 
make an elegant summer display, 
while for a more formal effect, 
clipped box can be livened up 
with amixture of verbena and ivy- 
leaf pelargoniums. 

If you don’t want the bother 
of changing your window box 
with the seasons, you can plant 
the troughs with permanent 
plants such dwarf conifers, 
hebes, dwarf lavender and ivy.

Three ways to... 

design a realistic rock garden 

1 . Make sure you have a natural slope for construction or it 
won’ t look convincing. The strata lines of the rock should run in 
a similar direction for a natural effect. 

2. Use the same types of rock throughout the rock garden, 
preferably a type which is in keeping with the surroundings, 
sourced from a local quarry or stone merchant’ s. Choose a range 
of sizes but include some really large key stones and dig holes 
big enough so that each rock will be around 50% under the soil, 
to really secure them. 

3 . Place your rock garden in a dry, sunny spot to give yourself 
more choice of alpine plants.

Whafs in store 

» Jacaranda mimosifolia makes a very colourful specimen 
tree for the larger garden, where there is no risk of frost. As it is a 
native of tropical America, temperatures below 5°C can cause 
extensive damage. During the spring its large panicles of glorious 
purple-blue flowers colour the whole tree and when the petals 
drop they cover the ground with a blue carpet. It is deciduous and 
needs a moist, but well-drained soil in full sun and benefits from 
a liquid feed on a monthly basis during its active growing and flow- 
ering period. 

» Magnolia grandiflora can with age attain up to 1 8 metres in 
height with a spread of 1 5 metres and when planting this must be 
taken into account, although there are now some varieties of 
grandiflora that are more compact. It has glossy dark green leaves 
and produces its large cup-shaped flowers during the summer 
months. If you have alkaline soil do make sure it is Magnolia 
grandiflora that you have bought as the majority of magnolias 
must be grown in an either neutral or acid medium. It needs a well 
drained mixture with, if possible, plenty of well rotted farmyard 
manure and to be grown in partial shade or sun. It will tolerate 
temperatures down to -5°C. 

» Viburnum tinus is a shrub that is native to the Mediterranean 
region. They can attain a height and spread of approximately three 
metres if left to their own devices, but it is possible to prune them 
hard to keep them within bounds in a smaller garden. This is a 
very rewarding shrub as it produces its clusters of white flowers 
for a long period over the winter and spring months. It needs to be 
grown in a damp but well drained soil in sun or shade. It is hardy 
which means that it can withstand temperatures as low as -15°C. 

» Eucalyptus flcifolia, the Red Flowering Gum is probably one 
of the most beautiful of the eucalyptus trees that are in cultiva- 
tion in Portugal. It produces panicles of flowers in late spring or 
early summer, the flower colour variable but more usually red, 
hence its common name. To be absolutely certain of the colour, 
buy container grown plants when they are in flower and plant 
when the weather is favourable. It attains a height of around six 
metres with a spread of approximately four, although, as with 
the colour the size is also variable and they can be much larger. It 
prefers a moist fertile soil mixture that is either neutral or slightly 
acid in full sun. A native of Western Australia it should be pro- 
tected from frost and cold drying winds. 

» Jasminum polyanthum is a very rewarding vigorous scented 
climber that has now been in flower for several weeks and we 
can expect it to continue for several more as it bears its panicles 
of very fragrant white blooms throughout many of the spring 
and early summer months. Unless kept in check it can reach at 
least three metres in height. It prefers a good soil mixture in 
either shade or sun. Do beware as it does layer itself very eas- 
ily, therefore the ‘runners’ do need to be heavily pruned or it will 
‘take over’ your garden. It can survive frosty conditions, but if 
in doubt do protect it. Madge and John Measures

Chores had 
been forgotten until suddenly 
they heard my car coming up the 
driveway. Panic stricken, one of 
the girls had the idea of spray- 
ing the furniture spray into the 
air in each room so the scent of 
the cleaner would make me think 
the work had been completed. 
It worked! I was pleased and 
didn’t even think to actually 
look at the furniture closely or 
to bring out the white glove. 

In our Christian lives, we of- 
ten try to play the same kinds 
of games. We want others to 
think that we have everything 
together, that we are spiritual 
giants, living for Christ. We 
work hard at putting up an exte- 
rior that will impress others. If 
we are clever and successful, no 
one will ever suspect that all is 
not right in our relationship 
with our Lord. When Jesus lived 
on earth He accused the Phari- 
sees ofbeing hypocrites. “These 
people honor me with their lips, 
but their hearts are far from me. 
Their worship is a farce... ”

Does Ms Brown not gain 
from this, or realise how mueh the 
loeal businesses earn from this in- 
eome? We do not use and quote 
“enjoy the Algarve for free”. 

I must add that apart from Ms 
Brown, I have never eneountered 
anything but friendliness from 
the people of Portugal, I was at- 
taeked and had my handbag sto- 
len in 2004 in Olhao, but I firmly 


believe that non Portuguese na- 
tionals were responsible. 

F inally I would like to add that 
I don’t only spend my time and 
money in the Algarve, but in the 
poorer parts of inland Portugal 
where the people are friendly 
and weleoming, realising that as 
foreign visitors we help raise the 
international status of Portugal 
whilst filling loeal tills with the 
‘tourist dollar’.

Learn from my mistake 

SIR, I reeently booked a ski 
holiday to the U. S .A with a group 
of friends from the U.K. I flew to 
U.K. ready to depart with my 
friends from Gatwiek Airport. 

We arrived at Gatwiek and 
made our way to eheek-in. At the 
desk an airport offieial took our 
passports returning minutes 
later saying there was a problem 
with my passport. He said that 
my passport was not maehine 
readable so therefore I was un- 
able to board my flight as this 
was a requirement in the U . S . A . 
I explained that my passport 
had been issued in Portugal, but 
there was nothing that eould be 
done, he was very sorry I was 
not the first person that this had 
happened to. 

You ean imagine how I felt 
when I waved goodbye to my 
friends, I hadbeen so looking for- 
ward to this holiday, due to per- 
sonal reasons I have a problem 
with flying and had only been on 
a eouple of trips to the U.K. be- 
fore, this forme was a maj or event 
to eonquer my fears. I arranged 
for an early flight to return home 
to Portugal. 

On my return I wrote to the 
British Consulate in Portimao, 
where I had applied for my pass- 
port renewal, to ask why I had not 
been given a maehine readable 


passport, when a friend who had 
also renewed her passport in 
Oetober 1998 via the U.K., had 
been issued with a maehine read- 
able passport? I was told that the 
issue of maehine readable pass- 
ports was happening gradually 
in Portugal but obviously not at 
the time I applied. By the way a 
eolleague renewed her passport 
in 2002 and she too was not is- 
sued with a readable passport, 4 
years seems a very long time and 
I think ‘gradual’ is an understate- 
ment. 

I feel that had I been told that it 
was not the same as if I applied in 
the U.K. this might not have hap- 
pened. Also, eonsidering wepay 
more for a passport here than in 
the U.K. I would have thought it 
not too mueh to ask. 

I eontaeted my insuranee eom- 
pany and was told I should have 
eheeked beforehand. I thought I 
had, I was told I just needed a 
passport that was valid for 6 
months after my holiday return 
date. 

Sadly the holiday of a lifetime, 
whieh eost about £1,000, was 
ruined and I thought you might 
like to let others know that if they 
have their passports issued in 
Portugal they might not be ae- 
eeptable everywhere.

BOOK REVIEW 


A Model American 

By Elsie Burch Donald, is 
published in hardback by 
Doubleday. 

Much more than a mere jungle 
survival story, Elsie Burch 
Donald drifts smoothly across 
genres in her inspired tale of a 
group of westerners who crash- 
land in Cambodia at the time the 
Kh mer Rouge are taking hold. 

A Model American provides 
an enticing if ambitious premise, 
which is beautifully executed 
with the help of Donald’s sim- 
ple prose and a rhythm which 
enables the plot to gently de- 
velop throughout. 

The timing of publication 
could hardly have been better, as 
elements of the plot will have 


great resonance when held up 
against the current global dis- 
comfort with America’s self- 
appointed role as the world’s 
policeman. 

The disparate group of crash 
survivors - including an Ameri- 
can businessman andhis wife, an 
ageing hippy, a young English- 
woman and a Erenchman, are 
rescued from their jungle plight 
by a group of locals. 

Their immersion into the Cam- 
bodian way of life comes as what 
will ultimately become a reign of 
unimaginable terror limbers up 
to take a savage hold of the na- 
tion for decades to come. 

But the story does not tell of 
a get-out-while-you-can cam- 
paign, nor a scarcely believable, 
though surely tempting, plot by 


naive westerners to save the very 
villagers to whom they owe their 
survival. 

Instead it delves much deeper 
into the psyche of the survivors, 
and their almost automatic de- 
sire to foist their own culture and 
management systems upon a 
society ill-prepared for such 
dramatic change. 

The end result of such med- 
dling may be predictable, but 
Donald’ s precise eye for charac- 
ter and conversation ensure the 
tale maintains plenty of interest 
right up until the final page. 

As page-turning adventure 
fiction, A Model American 
scores highly. As a warning 
against the perils of continued 
globalisation, it deserves to be 
well read. The White House 


would be as good a place as any 
to start.

The Who are an English roek 
band who first emerged in 1 964 
and grew to be eonsidered one 
of the greatest and most influ- 
ential rock bands of all time.

In the past, many parents 
steered their children towards 
careers as doctors or solicitors, 
believing they knew best what 
would bring their offspring hap- 
piness and wealth. 

But attitudes have changed, and 
it seems modem parents no longer 
see it as their role to push their 
kids down a certain career path. 

Jerry Y oung, operations man- 
ager for iGen, a division of Leeds 
Careers, says parents often at- 
tend when young people have 
careers interviews, and although 
there are occasions when it's just 
the parent who does the talking, 
generally it's a good thing. 

"Parents are the greatest in- 
fluence on children's choices, 
and their involvement is helpful," 
he says. 

"After careers interviews. 


parents and children go away and 
discuss it, and parents help the 
child think about the qualities 
they need to consider when mak- 
ing a career decision. " 

However, one of the problems 
with parents getting involved is 
that they can apply old rules with 
regards to issues such as pay, 
qualifications needed and even 
what certain jobs entail these 
days. 

"Things just aren't the same," 
Young says. "There are jobs 
around now that weren't even in- 
vented 20 years ago. " 

For that reason, he says, par- 
ents should know their facts, and 
not push, but support their chil- 
dren as they make career 
choices. 

"It's very important that par- 
ents are well informed when 


they're supporting young people 
as they make a career choice. 
They can support them in lots of 
different ways, like by challeng- 
ing them - although everyone does 
need to be realistic. " 

And he stresses: "Some par- 
ents have a fixed idea of what 
they want for their child, but the 
best advice is for them to help their 
child keep their options open, and 
be realistic. 

"But inmost cases, parents are 
just interested, and they want to 
help their child make the right de- 
cision." 

Remember, there can be a fine 
line between parents being inter- 
ested and helpful and being 
pushy. Parents might think that 
when they get involved in their 
child's career decision-making, 
they are just giving them the ben- 


efit of their breadth of experi- 
ence. But they may then 
find it hard to adopt a 
laissez-faire attitude.

W e find out how to bag that 
toyboy and ask the experts why 
doing a Demi Moore is becoming 
so popular. 

What have Sadie Frost, Patsy 
Kensit, Halle Berry and Eliza- 
beth Taylor got in common? 
They’ve all shacked up with men 
several years their j unior - and are 
proud of it. 

But it’ s not just the celebrities 
who look to younger men to 
spice up their romantic lives. 
Government figures show that in 
2004, one in every four brides 
was older than their groom, a 
huge increase from the one in 
seven who got hitched to 
toyboys back in 1963. 

And it’s not just those walk- 
ing down the aisle who are toy- 
ing with the idea of a younger man. 
According to a recent survey by 
dating service Parship, an in- 
creasing number of ladies over the 
age of 45 are now on the lookout 
for a young’un to date. Appar- 
ently 10%, which equates to 
some 280,000, are after a toyboy. 

Kate Taylor, relationship ex- 
pert at Match.com, reckons it’s 
not hard to see why we are seek- 
ing out the company of the 
younger generation. 

“Our old view of romantic re- 
lationships was ‘men provide, 
women receive’,” she says. “But 
as that changes and women can 
buy their own houses, cars and 
even sperm, there isn’t much left 
for men to provide except sex, fun 
and companionship. 


“Who would you choose to 
give you those things? A balding 
40-something middle manager 
with high cholesterol and a dicky 
knee from Sunday football? Or a 
fit, lively 30-year-old?” 

The Pros and Cons of 
Going Young 

The old proverb says you are 
only as old as the man you feel, 
which seems like a pretty good 
reason for taking a youngster on 
as a lover. Dr Lisa Matthewman, 
a psychologist at the University 
of Westminster, says many of the 
benefits of having a toyboy are 
to do with the self esteem gained 
from being chosen by a man 
younger than you. 

“A younger man will offer a 
certain sexual affirmation to an 
older woman,” she explains. 
“She will feel more confident, 
sexy, youthful. It will reawaken 
her libido, her vitality, her sexual 
energy - it’s a kind of HRT re- 
placement!” 

When you are a woman in 
your 20s, you are naturally 
bursting with confidence about 
your appeal to men, safe in the 
knowledge the opposite sex 
finds you attractive because of 
your youthfulness. As you grow 
older, those qualities tend to dis- 
appear, but having a young boy- 
friend will help you regain some 
of those feelings, Matthewman 
says. 

“There’s also a number of 
psychological needs that are be- 
ing met,” she adds. “The need to 
be loved, wanted and desired by 
a man, and especially a younger 
man, is quite an accolade and an 


ego-boost.” 

However, Matthewman ad- 
vises not to go into the relation- 
ship thinking that it’s going to 
last forever. She says that part- 
nerships between younger men 
and older women work better in 
the short term because sex is of- 
ten central to the bond between 
the couple and may be the only 
common area of interest. 

“Ideally relationships work 
when there are similarities in age, 
education, values and family 
background,” she explains. 
“There has to be some overlap of 
interests and some 
complementarity between the 
two people. So, for an older 
woman and younger man, unless 
they’ve got some hobbies in 
common, it could just be a short- 
term sexual fling.” 

Bagging YourToyboy 

If the idea of a young whipper- 
snapper for a lover still sounds 
appealing, Taylor has some tips 
on how to attract one, and how 
to keep him. 

• Go where the younger men go. 
Visit bars or j oin a gym, but if you 
can’t face that try online dating - 
your age is displayed on your 
profile, so any man who doesn’t 
fancy an over-40 fling won’t 
contact you. 

• Don’t act younger than you 
feel. Y ou don’t have to compete 
with 30-something females - 
your attraction, as an older 
woman, is your lack of neuroses 
and your hard-won self confi- 
dence. Don’t let it slip. 

• Use hand cream, and lots of 
it. He might forgive a few crows ’ 
feet and overlook a stretch mark 
or two, but if he glimpses a liver 
spot, you’re history. 

• Don’t buy him expensive 
presents. When your testoster- 


one rises as you pass through 
the menopause, you might be 
tempted to take on the ‘pro- 
vider’ role. Be careful, because 
it ’ s very damaging for your self- 
esteem, plus it makes the kids 
resentful if they feel you’re frit- 
tering their inheritance away on 
Porsches! 

How Low Can You Go? 

If you are going to go down 
the toyboy route, the last thing 
you want to do is look like you 
are taking your son, worse still 
your grandson, out for a meal. 
Plus, there is the generational 
age gap to think about - if you 
are any more than 1 0 years older 
than your beau, there could be 
major differences of opinion 
about even the simple things like 
music. 

And, of course, you also need 
to take into account emotional 
maturity. 

“The younger men in their 
20s are just like wild stallions - 
they like playing the field in 
terms of mating and meeting 
women,” Matthewman says. 
“Men in their 30s tend to have 
more emotional maturity and 
want to settle down.” 

So just how low can you go 
before everybody starts point- 
ing and laughing? 

“The traditional advice that 
fathers gave their sons was, 
‘Don’t date anyone younger 
than half your age, plus seven 
years’,” Taylor says. 

“That’s a good guideline for 
everyone. So a 45 -year-old 
woman could start dating men 
who are approaching their 30th 
birthday, and a 60-year-old 
woman could happily take a 37- 
year-old man out for day trips 
using her bus pass.”

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OECD 
congratulates 
Portugal over 
climate ehange 
measures 

During his officiai visit to Lisbon iast week, the Secretary 
Generai of the Organisation for Economic Cooperation 
and Deveiopment (OECD) Angei Gurria congratuiated 
Portugai’s government on its initiative in fighting giobai 
warming and ciimate change. 


Addressing delegates at the 
Ministry of the Eeonomy semi- 
nar on Climate Change, Innova- 
tion and Eeonomie Growth, he 
said: “The seientifie data about 
elimate ehange is no longer in 
doubt, and it leads us to the ines- 
eapable eonelusion that we have 
run out of time”. 

He told his audienee, whieh in- 
eluded among others. President 
Cavaeo Silva, Prime Minister 
Jose Soerates and Governor of the 
Central Bank Vitor Constaneio, 
that without new polieies, earbon 
dioxide emissions worldwide will 
grow from 26 billion tonnes a 
year in 2004 to 40 billion in 2030 
eausing widespread famines, 
flooding, “surges in sea levels and 
a devastating effeet on the 
eeonomy”. 

“Portugal has signed and rati- 
fied the Kyoto Protoeol. Underthe 
European Union Burden Sharing 
Agreement, Portugal has eommit- 
ted to limit its greenhouse gas 
(GHG) emissions growth to 27 
per eent above its 1 990 levels by 
2012,” Gurria told the seminar. 

He went on to say that while 
Portugal ’ s total GHG emissions 
had already risen 4 1 per eent be- 
tween 1990 and 2004, the good 
news was that the rate of growth 
had started to deeline sinee 2000, 
in part thanks to the diversifiea- 
tion of the eountry ’ s energy sup- 
ply. 


“Unfortunately we eannot say 
the same regarding most of the 
other parties to the Protoeol,” he 
added. 

Gurria pointed out that: “Por- 
tugal ’s investments in eleetrieity 
generation from wind are bearing 
fruit. In 2005, Portugal was 
ranked fifth worldwide in terms 
of new installed wind power ea- 
paeity”. 

To nods of approval from his 
audienee, he said that Portugal 
was to be eongratulated for some 
of the steps it is taking to adopt 
elean energy, and to promote en- 
ergy effieieney in buildings and 
transportation. 

He eited several examples of 
where these polieies are bearing 
fruit saying: “I was interested to 
learn that in Porto there is a fleet 
of 225 natural gas-fuelled publie 
transportation vehieles, the see- 
ond largest sueh fleet in the old 
EU-15. I was also interested to 
learn that Portugal is testing out 
three hydrogen fuel eell buses, and 
is pressing taxieab operators to 
eonvert to hybrid automobiles”. 

As head of the OECD, Gurria 
is responsible for assisting gov- 
ernments from aeross the world, 
in taekling the problems faeing the 
development of the globalisation 
of trade, and he made it very elear 
during his address in Lisbon that 
elimate ehange presents the big- 
gest threat to eeonomie growth.

Portugal to help reintroduce large 
mammals to Mozambique park 


Portuguese specialists will aid 
Mozambique to reintroduce large 
mammals to the Gorongosa Na- 
tional Park under an agreement 
signed with Aveiro University, 
officials announced. 

According to a source at the 
Portuguese university, the ac- 
cord, signed last Wednesday, 
makes Aveiro the first academic 
institution to have a cooperation 
protocol with the Gorongosa 
N ational Park and the Carr F oun- 
dation, which aims to associate 
African and European entities in 
the game park’ s revival. 

The scientific cooperation 
agreement is centred on the de- 
velopment of joint investigation 


projects and the administration 
of the park’ s biology, ecology and 
biodiversity areas. 

It will also promote the ex- 
change of scientists and post- 
graduate students. 

A Portuguese researcher from 


Aveiro’ s Biology Department is, 
according to the same source, al- 
ready working in Mozambique ’ s 
largest game reserve. 

The Gorongosa National 
Park, an area of approximately 
3,770 square kilometres, is lo- 


cated in the central Mozambican 
province of Sofala. 

Much of the famedpark’ s wild- 
life was destroyed or dispersed 
during Mozambique’s 16-year 
civil war that ended in 1992.

Government not trusted over climate 
change policies 


Nearly 73 per cent of Portu- 
gal’s consumers think that the 
European Union rather than the 
Portuguese government should 
draw up plans to combat the 
effects of climate change and 
global warming - a sentiment 
that is shared by most EU citi- 
zens, according to a report pub- 
lished last week. 

“This survey clearly shows 
that European Union citizens 
expect the EU to shape a com- 
mon European response to face 
energy and climate change chal- 
lenges,” saidEU Energy Com- 
missioner Andris Piebalgs at a 
Brussels press conference. 

“The Commission is working 
to address citizens’ concerns 
with initiatives that will deliver 
an integrated energy policy for 
Europe that will tackle climate 
change and provide us with a 
substantial, secure and com- 
petitive energy supply,” he 
added. 

A Eurobarometer survey re- 
vealed that an overwhelming 
number of people in Portugal 


have very little faith in the gov- 
ernment’ s ability to draw up and 
implement policies that would 
help to conserve the country’s 
energy resources, while at the 
same time keeping the price of 
electricity, gas and oil in line with 
inflation. 

The concern over the adverse 
effects that climate change and 
global warming will have on Por- 
tugal ’ s economy and social life in 
general, is such that 84 per cent 
of those questioned said that they 
were prepared to change their 
everyday energy consumption 
habits to help combat the prob- 
lem by cutting back on carbon 
dioxide emissions. 

Nearly 72 per cent of consum- 
ers in Portugal are resigned to the 
inevitability of sharp rises in en- 
ergy prices if the government, and 
not Brussels, decides on climate 
change policies. 

The survey found that the level 
of concern over climate change 
increases significantly in south- 
ern EU member states - people 
in Portugal, Spain, Cyprus, 


Malta and Greece are the most 
worried. 

More than eighty per cent of 
those questioned in these coun- 
tries are well aware that the way 
they consume and produce en- 
ergy has anegative impact on cli- 
mate. 

For a maj ority of EU citizens, 
62 per cent, the best way to 
tackle energy-related issues is 
“through measures agreed at EU 
level,” as opposed to “measures 
agreed at national level,” the sur- 
vey found. 

Eighty three per cent agree 
that the EU should set a mini- 
mum limit on the energy used in 
each member state that must 
come from renewable sources. 

Not surprisingly, the survey 
found that energy costs topped 
most people ’ s agenda in the EU. 
For instance, 85 per cent of 
those people questioned in Por- 
tugal said it was essential to have 
a real choice of supplier for elec- 
tricity and gas, and that the gov- 
ernment must make energy mar- 
kets more competitive.

Your brain automatically conjures up images of the burnt orange 
bridge and Alcatraz when you think of San Francisco. But underneath 
the surface and beyond the tourist trail lies a cosmopolitan region 
full of twists and turns. 


The obvious sights to see are, 
well, obvious, but are well worth 
taking in. The first day of my 
week-long trip to the Bay Area 
saw me travelling up from har- 
monious Half Moon Bay, a small 
farming town 50 kilometres 
south of San Francisco, to the 
Golden Gate Bridge. 

A massive and overwhelming 
structure, there is enough cable 
on the bridge to encircle the globe 
twice. W alking right across takes 


almost an hour, but the view, 
despite the fog San Fran is noto- 
rious for, is worth it. 

From there you can take in the 
Golden Gate Park, which plays 
host to the Japanese Tea Gar- 
dens and various recreational 
areas, and the city’s othermost 
famous landmark Alcatraz, the 
former high-security prison in 
the middle of the bay. 

During its 29 years of opera- 
tion, the penitentiary known as 


The Rock logged no officially 
successful escape - 34 prisoners 
attempted to break out on 14 
occasions, but were either recap- 
tured, shot, drowned or unac- 
counted for. 

Since November 2006, sight- 
seers have been given an extra 
window of opportunity to see 
The Rock, which was closed as 
a jail in 1963, with the introduc- 
tion of the Night T our. B ustling 
during the day with up to 4,000 




people, only 300 souls are al- 
lowed on the later shipping out 
of Pier 33. 

The main audio tour with in- 
dividual headsets allows former 
guards and inmates to guide you 
around the prison, and then you 
can choose from a list of addi- 
tional guided tours. We opted to 
go behind the scenes to the 
rarely viewed hospital in 
Alcatraz, where Robert ‘The 
Birdman’ Stroud was kept in 
solitary confinement for 13 
years. A later talk on famous 
inmate A1 Capone also proved 
insightful. 

Later, a quick stroll along 
Fisherman’ s Wharf was enough 
forme, as it was far too Disney- 
like with all the other beautiful 
sights in the city to experience. 
Further down the pier is Boudin 
Sourdough Museum and Bak- 
ery, where guests can see the fa- 
mous bread being made, then en- 
joy a full-service dinner at Bis- 
tro Boudin.

Driving through San Jose, 
humming the famous track sung 
by Dionne Warwick, we 
stopped at the Winchester 
Mystery House. The Victorian 
mansion was taken over by Lady 
Winchester after the death of her 
husband, who owned the Win- 
chester Rifles company. As a 
widow she was convinced the 
spirits of people killed by the 
weapons would come after her, 
and so she added incomprehen- 
sible extensions and additional 
floors to her home.

Football ace appeals for 
Madeleine ’s return 


International football icon, 
Portuguese Cristiano Ronaldo, 
has broadcast a public appeal via 
his team Manchester United’s 
own TV channel, to ask anyone 
who may have information con- 
cerning missing three-year-old 
Madeleine McCann’s wherea- 
bouts, to come forward. 

”I am very concerned about 
Madeleine McCann’s abduc- 
tion”, he said, “I appeal to any- 
one who may have any informa- 


tion, to come forward”. The 
short, English spoken appeal was 
broadcast worldwide by Sky 
News and, according to sources 
from the British Embassy in Lis- 
bon, was of the football star’s 
own initiative. 

Later, England and Chelsea 
captain John Terry, accompa- 
nied by team-mate and Portu- 
guese international full-back 
Paulo Eerreira, issued a similar 
appeal. 


Police turn to 
clairvoyants 



The Portugal News can confirm that 
Portuguese police have also resorted to 
unorthodox tactics in finding Madeleine. 
We can confirm that a psychic has been 
called in by police with the hope of 
discovering additional information on the 
whereabouts of Madeleine. 


A police source told The 
Portugal News he had “lost 
count” of the number of tips re- 
ceived from clairvoyants 
though indicated a strong open- 
ness to receiving information 
from those who believe they 
have had visions. 

A number of UK-based 
callers have already con- 
tacted The Portugal News 
with what they believe to 


have been visions of 
Madeleine. We canrevealthat 
while the calls were made 
from places far apart in Brit- 
ain, there were similarities in 
small details described and 
which were handed to police 
for further investigation. 

Police say they have now re- 
ceived well over 30,000 calls 
from people with information 
about the case.

Latest reports say Portuguese 
police are investigating whether 
Madeleine McCann could have 
either been abducted by an inter- 
national paedophile network or 
kidnapped by a child trafficking 
gang. 

A possible link between the 
British girl’ s disappearance from 
her parents ’ holiday villa at Praia 
da Luz on May 3"‘* and “an inter- 
national paedophile network of 
British origin” was one of the 
main police lines of inquiry, daily 
newspaper Correia de Manha 
reported. 

Agents from Portugal’s Judi- 
ciary Police (PJ) have requested 
information from their British 
counterparts on known paedo- 
phile rings operating in the Al- 
garve, the article added. 

Border control want 
photo-fit 

A SEP immigration officer has 
expressed surprise that the 


photo-fit has not been handed 
over to border control inspectors . 
The source says the only infor- 
mation at their disposal is a pic- 
ture of Madeleine. 

“We have strict orders to stop 
all buses crossing the Guadiana 
River into Spain”, though he ad- 
mitted no controls were being 
exercised for the ferry-crossings 
between Vila Real de Santo 
Antonio in Portugal and 
Ayamonte across the border. The 
situation is repeated further up- 
stream between Alcoutim and 
San Lucar del Guadiana. 


No chance of aerial 
escape 

Officials at the Lagos aero- 
drome have confirmed to The 
Portugal News that they have 
records of all flights, and users of 
the venue in recent weeks are all 
known and regulars. Similarly, 
the aerodrome in Alvor, 
Portimaohas indicated no suspi- 
cious charter flights since 
Madeleine ’ s abduction. 

Quotes for surveillance 
cameras 

At least three separate compa- 


nies were asked for quotes to in- 
stall CCTV cameras at the Ocean 
Club in 2005. None were ac- 
cepted. 

False alarms 

Police cordoned off the town 
of Nelas in northern Portugal on 
Tuesday after an alleged citing of 
Madeleine. The blond girl in ques- 
tion was later confirmed to be in 
the company of her father. Simi- 
larly, Police were called to Monte 
Gordo, located close to the Span- 
ish border after a couple was seen 
with ablond girl. Once more, they 
proved their parenthood.
